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Lieutenant Governor makes ceremonies special

Her Honour has also just 
arrived back from a trip to 
Buckingham Palace, where 
she spent time with the Queen. 

Hole began her address to 
the students and guests by of¬ 
fering the band students 
words of encouragement. 


"I must say how much I 
have enjoyed the two bands ... 
You really have a wonderful, 
wonderful music director," she 
said. 

She went on to say how spe¬ 
cial Didsbury is and that she 
is happy she could visit for the 
Remembrance Day ceremo¬ 
nies. 

"To come to a school in re¬ 
membrance of people who 
served this country, it is a spe¬ 
cial time," Hole said. 

Her Honour spoke of how 
war has affected her person¬ 
ally in the past and read an 
emotional poem written by a 
12-year-old student. 

"We have to honour our vet¬ 
erans and appreciate that they 
are here today. We must hon¬ 
our them," she said. 

"We must not forget Cana¬ 
da's beloved peacemakers." 

She also drew attention to 
the many Cadets participating 
in the ceremonies. 

"To the young Cadets, you 
looked wonderful. It was such 
an honour to have you here," 
she said. "I love your town. I 
love your school and I've so 
enjoyed the music. You've 
made it such a special day for 
me," she concluded.

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Museum makeover: New ideas for an old building

Members of the Didsbury and 
District Historical Society are 
trying to save their building. 

A delegation was made to the 
Didsbury Town Council on Nov. 
1, concerning new initiatives 
the society is considering. 

Dale Weiss, the secretary of 
the society, spoke to council on 
behalf of the group. 

Weiss began by giving some 
history of the museum in Dids¬ 
bury, saying that it has been in 
its current building since 1987. 

"We're trying to keep the 


story of Didsbury as part of 
mainstream as we see it," he 
said. 

He went on to say that there 
are several factors that are keep¬ 
ing the museum from being as 
successful as they wish it could 
be. 

Weiss told council that the 
mission statement of the mu¬ 
seum is stalled; there is direc¬ 
tor fatigue; and, they're having 
difficulty recruiting new people 
for the organization. 

"We're starting to lose long¬ 
time directors and members be¬ 


cause they're just tired," Weiss 
said. 

The society is also encoun¬ 
tering some financial difficul¬ 
ties, as increased operating costs 
and decreased memberships are 
occurring. 

Weiss told council that, for 
example, last year they had 
budgeted $250 for displays and 
spent nothing. 

He explained that a commit¬ 
tee has been formed within the 
society to look at creative ideas 
for the museum's future. 

We have not been twiddling 


our thumbs for the past two 
years," Weiss said of how the 
difficulties arose. 

"I don't think we've left any 
stone unturned as to the way 
we do things." 

Weiss went on to say that it 
has become a sort of "vicious 
circle" for the society as far as 
advancement goes. 

'We're trying to get money to 
do things, but we need to do 
things to get money,” he said. 

The society is granted $4,000 
yearly from the Town which 
Weiss says is "very much appre¬ 


ciated." But, he says, it's not 
enough to be able to operate ef¬ 
ficiently. 

Weiss suggested that the 
Town help the society by under¬ 
taking the annual maintenance 
costs of the building. 

"That building is the number 
one artifact," he explained. "Hav¬ 
ing a museum in it is the per¬ 
fect use for it. By doing this, it 
would free the board up to do 
the things it was meant to do 
all along." 

Weiss said that the group

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Wild Rose race remains focused on health care

In the wake of two nation¬ 
ally televised party leader de¬ 
bates, health care remains the 
number one issue among the 
candidates in Wild Rose. 

Like their federal counter¬ 
parts, candidates here con¬ 
tinue to battle over health 
care policies and plans. 

Alliance incumbent Myron 
Thompson is committed to im¬ 
plementing a for-profit, two- 
tier health system based on 
Alberta’s controversial Bill 11, 
said NDP candidate Anne 
Wilson. 

“Medicare will become two- 
tier (under Alliance),” Wilson 
said Saturday. “It’s Bill 11. 
They’ve killed before, they’ll 
kill again. 

“Thompson says he knows 
right from wrong but I don’t 
believe he does. It must be 
very comfortable to have such 
easy convictions, but how 
comfortable can it be for peo¬ 
ple who are in need of health 
care? 

“In a way Alberta is quite 
privileged because we know 
exactly what Stockwell Day 
(Alliance leader) is capable 
of. He has put the boots to 
health care.”

There has been yet another 
arson fire in central Alberta, 
with about 1,500 straw bales 
destroyed in three separate 
blazes at Joffre near Red Deer 
late Nov. 2. 

Damage has been set at more 
than $20,000, said investigator 
Const. Will Slingerland, with 
Red Deer RCMP. 

There are now at least nine 
unsolved, suspicious fires in 
the district, with total damage 
exceeding $3 million. 

RCMP have not ruled out 
the possibility a serial arsonist 
may be at work in the region. 

The Joffre blazes are just the 
latest in a long string of un¬ 
solved fires in central Alberta. 

On August 12 at least 
$20,000 in damage was done to 
buildings at an Airforce cadet 
camp near Caroline. 

About $1.5 million damage 
was done to buildings and com¬ 
pressed hay pellets at the Cham¬ 
pion Hay Processors Plant be¬ 
tween Sundre and Didsbury in 
Oct. 1999. 

A midnight fire at the Olds 
College destroyed a large sheep 
barn on July 23, 1998, causing 
$300,000 damage. 

In June 1995, more than $1 
million damage was done to 
buildings and equipment at the 
Olds Transfeeder hay plant. 

Two months later, $300,000 
worth of compressed hay bales 


Thompson is running 
against Wilson, PC candidate 
Truper McBride, Liberal Bryan 
Mahoney and independent can¬ 
didate Garnet Hammer. 

Thompson is the second- 
term MP for Wild Rose. The 
riding includes Sundre, Olds, 
Didsbury, Airdrie, Canmore, 
Banff and surrounding com¬ 
munities. Canadians go to the 
polls on Monday, Nov. 27. 

Bill 11 allows health au¬ 
thorities to contract out some 
services, including minor sur¬ 
geries, to private clinics. Day 
was in the Alberta provincial 
cabinet that formulated the 
bill. 

Thompson defended Alliance 
policy, saying the party would 
provide full federal funding for 
universal health care. He de¬ 
nied suggestions Alliance will 
impose for-profit health care. 

“To say that the Alliance is 
only going to give health care 
to the rich is just a really 
dumb statement,” Thompson 
said Friday. 

“It’s up to the province’s to 
deliver the service. If they do 
it through private clinics or 
whatever means they can do it 
the best, then lets leave it up 
to the provinces to achieve 


were destroyed in a late-night 
fire at the Cremona Forage Proc¬ 
essors Plant.

that and wish them well. 

“It’s up to the federal gov¬ 
ernment to provide their por¬ 
tion of the funding and to en¬ 
force the Canada Health Act.” 

However, PC candidate 
Truper McBride said both Day 
and Thompson have failed to 
convince voters the party will 
not create a health system 
where patients able to pay 
more will get better care. 

“I don’t know if it’s so much 
a hidden agenda (on health 
care) as that they don’t have 
one at all,” said McBride. 
“Who’s telling the truth here? 
Who do we trust? 

“It makes it difficult to un¬ 
derstand what the Alliance is 
standing for when Jason 
Kenney (Alliance MP) says 
he’s for private health, and 
Rob Love (Day advisor) is say¬ 
ing he is in favour of some¬ 
thing along the lines of pri¬ 
vate health, and then Day 
holds up a sign saying no two- 
tiered health.” 

Liberal candidate Bryan 
Mahoney said an Alliance gov¬ 
ernment would certainly in¬ 
stitute for-profit health care. 

“What we’re going to get is 
private medicare and the erod¬ 
ing of the public system into a

two-tier system,” said 
Mahoney. “It would be patch- 
work medical care.” 

Independent candidate Gar¬ 
net Hammer said the govern¬ 
ment should have health poli¬ 
cies that “save us money and 
shorten waiting lines.” 

“First off I would like to see 
the federal government ante 
up more funds,” said Ham¬ 
mer, adding he has not ruled 
out for-profit clinics, saying 
they could help reduce stresses 
on the system. 

Thompson’s chances for 
reselection have been hurt by 
Day’s failure to silence critics 
of Alliance health policy, said 
McBride. 

“I think people are think¬ 
ing twice about Day. He talks 
about respect, but it seems he 
has respect for some people 
and no respect for others. The 
entire party has respect for 
some and none for others. 

“One minute they are hav¬ 
ing an referendum on abor¬ 
tion and the next they’re not. 
One minute they are attack¬ 
ing minorities and the next 
minute they’re not. Maybe 
they have multiple agendas? 

“I would hate to see him 
(Thompson) as cabinet minis¬ 
ter. I don’t think that would 
be beneficial to Canada at all.” 

Meanwhile, Alberta Premier 
Ralph Klein has jumped into 
the federal health care debate, 


sending a letter to Prime Min¬ 
ister Chretien slamming re¬ 
cent Liberal campaign ads. 

One Liberal ad states, in 
part, that “Stockwell Day 
helped impose a law that opens 
the door to U.S. style health 
care”, referring to the contro¬ 
versial Bill 11 (Alberta Health 
Care Protection Act). 

In reply, Klein said he is 
“extremely disappointed” in 
the campaign. 

“For the record, the act 
makes “U.S. style health care 
illegal,” said Klein. “It is most 
disturbing to me that you 
would knowingly choose to 
misrepresent the facts about 
Alberta’s health system.” 

Klein openly declared his 
support for the Alliance Party 
earlier this year. 

NDP candidate Wilson coun¬ 
tered: “He’s (Stockwell Day) 
got to either say Bill 11 is 
terrible and I’ve changed my 
mind, or he has to say I’m in 
favour of private, for-profit 
hospitals. He cannot have it 
both ways.” 

All five federal party lead¬ 
ers — Joe Clark (PC), 
Stockwell Day (Alliance), 
Alexa McDonough (NDP), 
Gilles Duceppe (Bloc 
Quebecois) and Jean Chretien 
(Liberal) — claimed to have 
come out on top during the 
national televised debates on 
Nov. 8 and 9.

would continue fundraising, but suggested that the Town 
operate on a per capita funding formula that they could write 
into the budget. 

"As a historical society, we believe we've got a good thing 
going at that museum, but our museum has gone as far as it can 
go," he said. "There's still enough fire left in the historical 
society to fix this." 

Weiss explained that the group applies for as many grants as 
possible, but says that the majority are matching grants which 
require them to have funds available. He says that by handing 
over the maintenance costs, they would be better able to take 
advantage of such grants. 

"The Town has always shown good faith to the museum. We 
need to do something different and we re asking for your careful 
consideration of our proposal," Weiss concluded. 

Mayor Ray Lea asked Weiss if they had vet approached 
Mountain View County with the same proposal. Weiss said that 
they intend to do so. 

"I think this Town would be very interested in partnering 
with the County in regards to this project," said CAO Evan 
Parliament. 

No decision was made by council concerning this issue, but 
it is on their agenda for their retreat this week. 


Business Watch 
offers innovative 
crime protection

A new RCMP program will keep business owners on line 
with crime in the area. Literally. 

The Business Watch program is an innovative program that 
will keep members of the program up-to-date on criminal 
activity in the area. 

The idea of the program is to send out e-mails to all members 
each morning, that will include information on crimes such as 
break and enters, fraud cheques, vandalism, money scams, 
thefts and con artists. These e-mails will include names, 
descriptions and sometimes pictures of suspects in the area. 

"Anything that is pertaining to these crimes would be sent 
out," said Sergeant Ron Platz of the Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment. 

Platz, who is spearheading the program in the area, says 
that this is a new spin on an old idea. 

"There's always been a type of fan-out system," he said. "Now 
we have the technology to put us where we can now do it on 
computer." 

Platz says that this program is aimed at assisting businesses 
in reducing crime-related problems through education, infor¬ 
mation sharing, communication and enforcement. 

The program is set to run in the communities of Didsbury, 
Carstairs, Cremona and Water Valley, as well as the rural area 
within the detachment’s boundaries. 

He says that this program has many benefits for its mem¬ 
bers, including: added security; business prospects; business 
promotions; seminars and workshops; opportunity for a crime- 
free community; and enhanced communications between com¬ 
munity and RCMP. 

Ideas that Platz has for various seminars and workshops 
include issues like business security, cheque cashing, alarm 

systems, 
credit card 
fraud and 
office secu¬ 
rity. 

This 
service is 
free to all 
businesses 
in the com¬ 
munity, as 
the RCMP 
have re¬ 
ceived a 
govern¬ 
ment grant 
to cover 
the major¬ 
ity of the 

costs of the program. Any additional costs will be paid for by 
the RCMP. 

Platz says that he's hoping to have the program up and 
running at the beginning of the new year and encourages all 
business owners to consider joining the program.

Marz makes appearance at 
Chinook’s Edge board meeting

MLA Richard Marz was in 
attendance at the Chinook's 
Edge School Board meeting last 
Wednesday to discuss issues af¬ 
fecting his constituents. 

Marz wants to collaborate 
with the CESD board to work 
towards a common goal. 

"We can and should work 
together to meet the concerns of 
our common constituents," Marz 
began. 

Marz brought a number of 
issues to the table, including 
that of special needs funding. 

"Special needs funding is a 
real issue," he said. "The con¬ 
cerns I hear are relatively the 
same throughout the constitu¬ 
ency." 

Marz told the board that he's 
hearing that needs are not be¬ 
ing met and "I wonder what we 
can do to address this." 

He went on to say that spe¬ 
cial needs funding did increase 
this past fiscal year, but is won¬ 
dering if its enough. 

"We appreciate the extra 
funds, for special needs in par¬ 
ticular," said Chair Roy 
Brassard. 

"We could always use more 
money ... We're making sure all 
the funding and then some go 
towards special needs." 

Superintendent Jim Gibbons 
says that staffing has changed 
and that support staff has been 
added throughout the division 


to improve the service. 

"Our model is well on track to 
improving services," said Gib¬ 
bons. 

Gibbons went on to say that 
early intervention is what is 
most important and feels more 
funding is needed within that 
program. 

"If I were waving the magic 
wand I wouldn't wave it at mild 
to moderate (special needs). I’d 
wave it at early intervention," 
Gibbons said. 

Other issues were brought 
up by the board, including the 
DARE program. 

Trustee Penny Archibald is 
concerned about the lack of fund¬ 
ing for the DARE program, 
which gives students 17 hours 
of education on drugs. 

"Richard, it is in jeopardy ... 
we need your help," said Trustee 
Archibald. 

Another concern was raised 
by Trustee Sandi Chalmers 
about the new math program 
implemented recently in Alberta. 

This program separates sen¬ 
ior math into two streams: pure 
and applied. Chalmers says that 
it is hard for students to switch 
from one stream to the other 
and end up having to take extra 
courses to do so. 

Also, Chalmers says that stu¬ 
dents are feeling wary about not 
taking the pure math program, 
as it is required for entrance to 
many universities. 


We don’t want them to be 
losers at the end of the day," she 
said. "They are qualified for 
university, but they don't have 
the pure math." 

Chalmers says she raised the 
issue because she wanted Marz 
to be aware of the problem fac¬ 
ing many students within his 
constituency and around Al¬ 
berta. 

The final issue discussed by 
Marz and the board was that of 
the 4x4 school system, which is 
the expansion of the separate 
school system into other areas 
of the province. 

Chair Brassard was feeling 
the most concern about this 
program. 

"It takes away a number of 
our students from existing pro¬ 
gram," said Brassard. 

He explained that he's not 
against the program, but that 
CESD is struggling to have 
enough students to offer all the 
programs that are requested 
within the division. 

"It puts our existing programs 
in real jeopardy," Brassard said. 

"Let me be clear, it's not a 
religious problem," he went on. 
"If it's going to put any educa¬ 
tional components in jeopardy, 
then it's a real problem." 

Marz left the meeting saying 
that he will take a look at the 
board's concerns and hopes to 
keep a line of communication 
open in the future. 


Maintenance account 
information now on-line 


Clients of Alberta’s Mainte¬ 
nance Enforcement Program 
(MEP) now have around-the- 
clock, computer access to their 
account information. 

Using their previously as¬ 
signed personal identification 
number (PIN) and MEP ac¬ 
count number, clients can now 
view or update account infor¬ 
mation by visiting 
www.gov.ab.ca/just/mep and 
clicking on “accounts.” 

“The MEP Accounts On¬ 
line project is the first of its 
kind in Canada, is simple to 
use, and will free up staff to 
help clients with more com¬ 
plex questions or concerns,” 
said Justice Minister Dave 
Hancock, Minister responsi¬ 
ble for the Maintenance En¬ 
forcement Program. 

“Service to clients is a top 
priority for the Maintenance 
Enforcement Program. With 
more the 43,000 account files, 
it is essential to look for new 
and more efficient ways of do¬ 
ing business. Internet account 
access is a convenient, private 
and secure way to serve our 
clients,” Hancock said. 

Through MEP Accounts 
On-line, both creditors and 
debtors can access current 
account status (last four pay¬ 
ments), request a statement, 
report their change of address, 
and send an e-mail inquiry or 
comment. In addition, credi¬ 
tors can report a payment and 


provide new information on a 
debtor, such as a change of 
address or bank information. 
Debtors can also request in¬ 
come tax letters and access a 
listing of their next four post¬ 
dated cheques. 

The system complements ex¬ 
isting services provided by col¬ 
lection officers and the inter¬ 
active MEP Info Line, which 
provides telephone access to 
account information 24-hours 
a day, seven days a week. Be¬ 
cause MEP Accounts On-line 
is Internet based, it allows 


clients to view or provide per¬ 
sonal information confiden¬ 
tially form the privacy of their 
home or office. 

To protect the privacy of 
program creditors and debt¬ 
ors, on-line files provide no 
identifying information. 

Files consist solely of ac¬ 
count numbers and a PIN, 
followed by current account 
figures and enforcement in¬ 
formation. 

No names, addresses or 
phone numbers can be accessed 
on-line.

Times are good in Alberta. So 
good, in fact, that Premier Ralph 
Klein has recently been rumi¬ 
nating about eliminating the 
province’s income tax. “What?” 
you say, “Can it be true?” “Can 
we really get rid of income tax?’ 

In a word, yes. It is possible. 
Alberta could abolish provin¬ 
cial income tax. As mounting 
surpluses continue to gush from 
the province’s books the pros¬ 
pects for substantial tax cuts 
become very real. 

But before “surplus eupho¬ 
ria” goes to our heads, let’s just 
step back a moment and take 
stock of the situation. 

It’s probably fair to say that 
most Albertans would want to 
see the provincial debt elimi¬ 
nated before we go jumping into 
the tax-cut deep end. First things 
first, after all. That should take 
anywhere between two to four 
years. 

Once the debt is retired we 
can really go to town. This year 
personal income tax revenues 
are estimated to come in at $5 
billion - approximately 20% of 
the total revenue pie. Existing 
surpluses and money saved from 
debt interest payments could 
allow us to cut personal income 
tax in half - overnight. 


That is, of course, as long as 
oil and gas revenues stay high. 
But oil and gas revenues will 
not always stay high. Cutting 
income taxes based on a perma¬ 
nent price of $30 for a barrel of 
oil is a recipe for disaster. 

“So what are you saying?” 
“First you say we can eliminate 
income tax, and now you’re say¬ 
ing we’re handcuffed in doing so 
because of commodity price 
swings!” 

Not exactly. There is a way 


to eliminate provincial income 
tax while ensuring stable rev¬ 
enues. 

Remember the old Heritage 
Trust Fund? Yes, it still exists. 
It’s currently worth about $12.8 
billion and produced $1.17 bil¬ 
lion in income last year. This 
year $818 million from the Fund 
will go to pay for basic pro¬ 
grams. 

So why not just continue to 
do what we’re already doing?

Canada is ready for a 
reasoned health care debate

Finally, after several days the 
election campaign is now en¬ 
gaged, and the issue to clearly 
energize the parties is health 
care. Recent ill-timed musings 
by Alliance MP Jason Kenney on 
private medicine set the other 
parties into a tizzy. While Mr. 
Kenney’s thoughts were an open 
invitation for criticism, (hey, 
we’re in the middle of an elec¬ 
tion), the hypocrisy of the other 
major parties cannot go 
unmentioned. 

There was Jean Chretien, say¬ 
ing “that cat was out of the bag” 
on the Alliance’s health care 
agenda and he went further vow¬ 
ing to “never, never, never” al¬ 
low the Alliance to destroy medi¬ 
care. Let’s just recap, this is the 
same Jean Chretien who sat in 
the big chair as the Liberals gut¬ 
ted billions from provincial 
health transfers over the past 
seven years. Hmmm? 

Not to be outdone, Tory boss

to health care as our number one 
public policy preoccupation. Be¬ 
low are some simple questions 
for your MP and his/her chal¬ 
lengers when they come knockin’ 
for your vote. 

What are the five princi¬ 
ples of the Canada Health 

Act ? Answer: Universality, 
Portability, Accessibility, Com¬ 
prehensiveness, and Public Ad¬ 
ministration. If he/she can’t an¬ 
swer this question, slam the door; 
destroy their literature and 
stroke them off the “to vote for” 
list. 

How much do we spend 
now on health care and what 
is the public-private break¬ 
down? Answer: In 1999, Cana¬ 
dians spent over $86 billion on 
health care with about 70% com¬ 
ing from the public purse and the 
other 30% from private sources 
includingout-of-pocket expenses, 
employer sponsored plans and 
non-covered services like dental 
work, for example. 

What are the biggest cost 
drivers in health care? The 
answer should include references 
to demographic pressures (the 
aging population), technology 
cost pressures (MRI machines, 
lithotripters, and new surgical 
instruments, just to name a few), 
and pharmaceutical utilization. 

If the candidate at your door¬ 
step is hangin’ in there with an¬ 
swers similar to the ones out¬ 
lined above, then they’ve at least 
done a little homework on the 
health care file. Now ask him/her 
why the principles of quality, 
accountability, and inter- 
generational sustainability 
are not enshrined in the Canada 
Health Act. 

These are also questions you 
could ask at an all-candidates 
debate. While health care may 
not dominate the election, get¬ 
ting other voters to think about 
the issue is the first step toward 
a national dialogue.

Why not build up the Heritage Fund to the extent that the 
annual return could replace foregone income tax revenues. 

A Heritage Fund of say, $70 billion (in 2000 dollars), would 
produce enough revenue to replace that generated by income tax 
without having to dip into the principal. 

Not only would we be eliminating income tax, but we would 
be preparing for the day when we run out of oil and gas 
altogether. Future generations would have a stable base of 
investment revenues to draw upon. 

If this sound like a pie-in-the-sky idea it isn’t. Alaska has 
already done it. Income produced from the State’s “Permanent 
Fund,” established in 1976, now exceeds oil revenues. Because 
Alaska has no personal income tax or sales tax there are few 
taxes to scale back. So intead, the State hands out annual rebates 
to its citizens through a “Dividend Program.” This year the 
rebate will probably be in the $2,000 range. 

This plan requires one thing though - discipline. Surpluses 
incurred after the debt is gone would have to be placed in the 
Heritage Fund. They could not be spent on new programs. 

And income tax would not be eliminated in one fell swoop. It 
would take many years to build up the Fund to the point where 
it could replace income tax entirely. 

All of this ignores the fact that there are many other taxes that 
could be put on the chopping block. But that’s another discus¬ 
sion. 

Can Alberta’s personal income tax be eliminated? Of course. 
But it should be done in accordance with a thoughtful, long¬ 
term, prudent plan. This is the next big challenge for the Klein 
government and for all Albertans. 
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Major problems with Alberta’s approval process

There are major problems 
with the province’s role in the 
approval process for new and 
expanding Intensive Livestock 
Operations (I.L.O.’s) The op¬ 
erations being proposed at the 
present time are not like the 
operations that existed just a 
few years ago. They are not 
like the “Family Farm” of the 
past that usually had a combi¬ 
nation of livestock and crops 
on a moderate-sized land base. 
The new modern I.L.O. usu¬ 
ally have a small land base not 
large enough for proper ma¬ 
nure disposal This situation 
creates problems where I.L.O 
operators have to rely on 
neighbours to dispose of all 
the manure generated. This 
quite often leads to manure 
being over applied on the small- 
owned land base. 

There are also conflicts over 
Minimum Distance Separa¬ 
tion, where in most areas of 
the province, I.L.O.’s can use 
neighbours land for these set¬ 
backs. In a lot of cases neigh¬ 
bours are not informed that 
the setbacks exist, the yquite 
often find out about it when 
they go to develop their 
porperty and find out that they 
can’t because of the M.D.S. 

The present system of hav¬ 
ing Alberta Agriculture doing 
the site assessment for opera¬ 
tions is not working. With Al¬ 
berta Agriculture being both 
the promoters of the opera¬ 
tions as well as doing the site 
assessments is like leaving the 
fox to guard the hen house. 
Most Agriculture Representa¬ 
tives state that a development 
could meet the “Code of Prac¬ 
tice,” not whether it does, does 
not, or whether sufficient in¬ 
formation has been presented 
to make the determination. 

On some site assessments 
the “Code of Practice, for Safe 
and Economic Handling of Ani¬ 
mal Manures” has not been 
followed in order that an op¬ 
eration will be approved. This 
practice has created distrust 
in the system, it also creats 
problems for municipal gov¬ 
ernments that have to approve 
or reject the proposals. They 
request the site assessment to 
help them with the decision 
and are given false informa¬ 
tion by the supposed experts; 
problems start due to the mis¬ 
trust in this information. 

In one instance we found 
that the site assessment was 
done by driving by on the road 
and looking across the prop¬ 
erty. On this same site assess¬ 
ment, the part listing the 
M.D.S. to neighbouring resi¬ 
dences, some residences were 
omitted, others were listed as 
the wrong category. This er- 
t ror made it look like the M.D.S. 

was easily met when it actu¬ 
ally couldn’t be met. These 
mistakes were not found out 
until after the municipal gov¬ 
ernment had approved the op¬ 
eration. This only left one op¬ 
tion, to bring these mistakes 
out and that was an expensive 
appeal. The appeal board re¬ 
jected the operation. The op¬ 


eration was also very close to 
a deep ravine with a water¬ 
course flowing through. If the 
site assessment had been done 
properly it would have shown 
that the site was inappropri¬ 
ate and if Alberta Agriculture 
hadn’t shown such support 
for the operation it would have 
saved a major conflict. 

In another instance a very 
large operation was proposed 
and the municpal government 
felt that the operation was 
inappropriate for the area and 
turned it down. The propo¬ 
nent appealed to the SDAB, 
the Agriculture Representative 
intervened in the hearing, al¬ 
though no written report was 
given to support the proposal, 
even though the acreage avail¬ 
able for manure application 
didn’t even come close to the 
area required in the Code of 
Practice. A soil scientist testi¬ 
fied that the quoted land base 
would not sustain the opera¬ 
tion long term. The operation 
was approved by the SDAB, in 
part, based on the testimony 
of the Agriculture Representa¬ 
tive. This application has since 
been appealed to the Court of 
Appeal. One of the grounds, 
on which the appeal was 
granted, was that the land base 
did not meet up to the Code of 
Practice. 

In another instance an op¬ 
eration started an expansion 
without a development permit. 
When neighbouring residents 
complained a permit was is¬ 
sued by the Development Of¬ 
ficer. This permit was appealed 
to the SDAB and construction 
never stopped. A site assess¬ 
ment was done on the site; 
this assessment would require 
the manure storage volume be 
doubled to allow for six months 
storage. This site assessment 
was compared to an assess¬ 
ment done on the site a few 
years earlier by the same per¬ 
son, there were several things 
that had changed. These 
changes made it possible to 
meet the stated M.D.S. for the 
expansion. This M.D.S. ap¬ 
pears to not have been calcu¬ 
lated correctly. Another thing 
that seemed interesting was 
that a Community Center was 
farther away than it had been 
before. The manure storage 
size had not been changed as 
required in the site assess¬ 


ment and was already built. 
To correct for this the propo¬ 
nent came up with a different 
feeding system that would sup¬ 
posedly reduce manure vol¬ 
umes. The Agriculture Repre¬ 
sentative used figures from an¬ 
other hog producer to recalcu¬ 
late the manure volumes. The 
manure storage that was only 
adequate for three to four 
months now was good for eight 
to nine months. This was no 
where near what was required 
in the Code of Practice. This 
feeding system was checked 
with another Agriculture En¬ 
gineer and they stated that 
the system might reduce ma¬ 
nure volumes by 3% to 5%, not 
the 66% quoted by the Agri¬ 
culture Representative. There 
was a letter of concern from 
the Department of Public 
Health about the sandy condi¬ 
tion of the site and the possi¬ 
bility of surface and ground 
water contamination. Between 
the Agriculture Representative 
and the County Staff they con¬ 
vinced the Appeal Board that 
the operation should be ap¬ 
proved, even though it did not 
come close to meeting the Code 
of Practice. This left the peo¬ 
ple feeling that they had been 
cheated. The only option they 
have left is the Court of Appeal 
to get justice, which they can¬ 
not afford the costs of. These 
people all feel that the system 
has failed them and rightly so 
because it has failed them. 

In another site assessment 
the Agriculture Representative 
okayed an operation that was 
in a flood zone. The whole 
area is covered with water¬ 
courses. The Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment approved the site, as 
did the Appeal Board, it was 
after it was all done that the 
opponents discovered that the 
proponent was receiving a tax 
break because it was in a flood 
zone. 

For this reason it is time 
that site assessments be taken 
away from Alberta Agriculture 
and be put in the hands of 
Alberta Environmental Pro¬ 
tection and Alberta Public 
Health. This would allow the 
site assessments to be unbi¬ 
ased. This would leave Alberta 
Agriculture to promote agri¬ 
culture without being in con¬ 
flict as the regulator. This 
would make the Municipal 
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Government’s job easier when 
it comes to granting develop¬ 
ment permits. It would also 
ease the tension between pro¬ 
ponents and opponents be¬ 
cause the assessments would 
be done by a neutral party and 
not by the promoter. 

The Code of Practice con¬ 
tains only minimum standards, 
they need to be strengthened, 
updated, and clarified. When 
all aspects of an operation only 
meet up to these minimum 
standards, there is a good pos¬ 
sibility that the combination of 
these minimums will lead to 
major problems in the future. 

There should be Provincial 
Inspectors for these operations 
that have the authority to make 
surprise inspections without 


giving notice. They should have 
the power to give orders and 
impose fines that would ensure 
that problems with an opera¬ 
tion are corrected. These in¬ 
spectors could be paid for by a 
tax on these Intensive Live¬ 
stock Operations, this would 
also make the farm tax system 
fairer. At present, a grain 
farmer with the same dollars 
invested in land as an I.L.O. 
has invested in barns pays more 
taxes because taxesare assessed 
on land and not farm build¬ 
ings. Most of the I.L.O.’s are 
not farms; they are INDUS¬ 
TRIAL OPERATIONS and 
should be taxed as industry.

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Roberts murdered 
oilman two years 
ago, says jury 

Sentencing expected Dec. 15

(Calgary) - An Olds-area rancher charged after Calgary 
oil executive Patrick Kent was shot dead two years ago has 
been found guilty of second degree murder. 

Eifion Wyn (Wayne) Roberts, 56, was convicted by a 12- 
person jury on Nov. 11. He is expected to be sentenced on 
Dec. 15. 

Roberts faces at least 10 years in prison. 

Kent, a vice president of KB Resources, was working on 
a wellsite on Roberts’ Eagle Ridge Ranch, northwest of 
Olds, on Oct. 3, 1998 when he was shot four times in the 
head. 

Roberts’ trial began Oct. 23 before Justice Peter Martin 
in Court of Queen’s Bench. 

The accused, using a 9 mm pistol, was acting in a rage 
when he deliberately gunned down the victim, the Crown 
said. 

Kent died at the scene. 

Joe Gormley, a worker with the Alberta Energy and 
Utilities Board, testified he saw Roberts pumping bullets 
into Kent as the victim lay on the ground. 

“Patrick Kent was already on the ground and Wayne 
was firing,” said Gormley. “I looked up, he (Roberts) was 
leaning over him, about four feet away, firing.” 

Following the shooting, Roberts calmly walked back to 
his house before contacting police, court heard. 

The jury didn’t believe Roberts’ contention that he 
acted in self-defence. 

Roberts testified Nov. 8 he believed Kent was about to 
attack him when the shooting occurred just meters from 
the accused’s house. 

“I thought he was coming toward me with his hands 
open,” Roberts testified. “I was definitely afraid. 1 wanted 
to stop him from coming toward me. 

“He was going to do me grievous bodily harm or worse, 
I had no doubt about that. In intended to warn him, to stop 
him. He was going to hurt me quite badly.” 

Roberts had the pistol in his hand when he walked out 
of the house. Shortly after 1 p.m. he raised the weapon and 
began firing. 

“I aimed and fired for his legs. I thought I missed. I took 
a couple steps forward and he wasn’t moving at all. He was 
dead.” 

He said he did not remember the other shots he fired. 

The jury chose to convict the Wale-born Roberts of the 
lesser charge of second degree murder. 

On Nov. 8 defence counsel Braise MacDonald asked 
Roberts if he intended to kill Kent. 

“Absolutely not,” Roberts replied, saying Kent threat¬ 
ened him on two occasions in the weeks leading up to the 
shooting. 

“You don’t walk up to a man’s house and threaten him 
unless you are a complete idiot,” said Roberts. 

On Nov. 7, Roberts testified he regretted the shooting 
had occurred. 

“It should never have happened,” said Roberts. “I was 
shocked. The thing’s a tragedy for Mr. Kent’s family and 
for my family.” 

The death came at the cumulation of a years-long battle 
over an oilwell on accused’s property. 

Roberts alleged contamination on the property had been 
caused by the KB Resources well, court heard. 

“I wanted this contamination cleaned up,” said Roberts. 
“My argument was that KB was dragging their heels.” 

During the testimony, Roberts told Crown prosecutor 
Larry Stein that the only reason he was facing a first 
degree murder charge was that the victim was an oilman. 

“If it had been a neighbour, it would have been a 
manslaughter charge.” said Roberts. “You haven’t broken 
me financially and I’m here to make my defence.” 

Olds RCMP Const. Randy Yaschuk, chief investigator 
in the case, said police are pleased with the finding of guilt. 

“It’s been a long two years,” said Yaschuk. 

“The prosecutors did a tireless job for the last few 
weeks. We were pleased with the Kent family for their 
patience.” 

It was not immediately known whether the defence will 
appeal the verdict. 

The murder trial received wide-spread media coverage 
across Canada. 

Meanwhile, a $6 million lawsuit has been launched by 
Eagle Ridge Ranch Limited against several oil companies 
regarding alleged well site contamination, court heard.

“We were shocked, and as 
we became friends with others 
who had experienced murder, 
that was validated. We just 
heard over and over again that 
there was no justice, and we 
saw the devastation of that.” 

“It’s one thing to lose some¬ 
body to murder. It’s another 
fatal blow to lose your faith in 
the system you live in. You 
lose your faith in humanity, 
you lose your faith in commu¬ 
nity, and there’s not much 
left,” said Derksen. 

Starting from a primarily 
Christian focus, Restorative 
Justice Week now reaches out 
to members of all faiths, as 
well as to secular audiences. 
The scope of the week has also 
broadened to encompass all 
who are affected by crime - 
victims and their families, of¬ 
fenders and their families, 
criminal justice officials and 
the entire community. 

As the term “restorative” 
implies, restorative justice 
seeks to make things right, to 
bring balance and harmony 
back into the community and 
into the lives of victims, after 
a crime has been committed. 
Making things right can take 
many forms, from victim of¬ 
fender mediation (a face-to- 
face encounter and dialogue 


between victim and offender), 
to sentencing circles (inspired 
by Aboriginal traditions), to 
community justice forums 
(bringing victim and offender 
together with their support¬ 
ers to discuss harm done and 
to create restorative solu¬ 
tions), and circles of support 
and accountability (develop¬ 
ing restorative communities 
of support around ex-offend¬ 
ers that both support and hold 
the offender accountable). Re¬ 
storative justice can also in¬ 
clude commmunity service and 
financial reparation to the vic¬ 
tim. 

What all of these programs 
have in common is that they 
focus on repairing the harm 
done when a crime is commit¬ 
ted, rather than simply blam¬ 
ing and punishing. That does 
not mean that offenders “get 
off lightly.” 

On the contrary most of¬ 
fenders who have participated 
in some type of restorative 
justice say that it’s much 
harder to face their victims(s) 
and community members than 
to simply “do time.” Restora¬ 
tive justice encourages offend¬ 
ers to take personal 
reponsibility for their actions, 
and to set about repairing the 
harm they have caused to their 


victim(s) and the community. 
For many victims, being able 
to confront the one who 
harmed them, ask questions, 
receive a sincere apology, and 
obtain assurances that they 
will not be victimized in fu¬ 
ture, is often the key to heal¬ 
ing and being able to put the 
past behind them. 

The presentation by Wilma 
Derksen has been made possi¬ 
ble by the Mennonite Central 
Committee and the Chaplaincy 
Division of Correctional Serv¬ 
ices Canada.

Alberta’s Electricity Auction Rebate 


The Alberta Energy Tax Refund is a program aimed at helping 
relieve the pressures of higher than normal energy costs including 
home heating costs, high prices at the gas pumps and other energy 
expenses. The program is possible because of higher than expected 
resource revenues and will put $690 million back into the pockets 
of 2.3 million Albertans.

How much will I receive? 

Alberta’s Energy Tax Refund will give each eligible Albertan 
$300 paid in two installments of $1 50 - the first in late 
November 2000, and the second in April 2001. 

Albertans will receive their energy tax refund cheques in 
the mail the week of November 27, 2000. However, for those 
who have submitted late changes of address or had other special 
circumstances, cheques will not arrive in mailboxes until February. 

Who is eligible for the refund? 

To be eligible you must be 16 years of age and over, and a resident 
of Alberta as of August 31, 2000 for the first payment, and 
April 1, 2001 for the second. Albertans must file a 1999 income 
tax return by April 1, 2001 to qualify for the refund, even if you 
have no income to report. 

HOW do I apply? 

People who filed their income taxes in Alberta for 1999 and have 
not changed their address since filing will be mailed the refund 
automatically. You will need to change your address with Canada 
Customs and Revenue Agency at 1-800-959-8281 if: 

• you moved to Alberta before the cut-off dates and filed a 1999 
income tax return in Canada, or 

• you moved within the province since filing your 1999 income 
tax return. 

Once this is done, you will automatically receive your refund 
cheque(s) in the mail. 

If you have not filed your 1999 income tax return, you can 
request an information package from Alberta Connects toll free 
at 310-4455. The package includes all the forms you will need 
to file your income tax and qualify for the Alberta Energy 
lax Refund. 


The Alberta government is distributing the proceeds of the 
electricity auction to all Alberta power consumers. The auction, 
which was held in August, gave qualified companies the rights to 
sell electricity from the provinces generating plants. The auction 
was an important step in restructuring Alberta’s power industry 
to invite competition and to improve consumer choice. 
Increased competition will better provide for the future needs 
of Albertans and help lower costs in the long-term. 



How much will I receive? 

The rebate program will return $240 million to residential 
consumers and $760 million to all other consumers: 

Residential: Residential consumers, including farm homes, 
will receive a $20 credit per month in 2001 regardless of the 
amount of electricity they use each month. This will total $240 
($20/month) in rebates over one year. 

Non-residential: All other consumers will receive a rebate based 
on the amount of power they use. For example, the non-residential 
rebate will benefit schools, community halls, recreation centres, 
municipalities, businesses, farm operations, seniors lodges, 
and hospitals. 

Who is eligible for the rebate? 

Everyone who receives a power bill will receive a rebate. 

Tenants who do not recieve a power bill should discuss the 
Alberta Electricity Auction Rebate program with their landlords 
to determine how the rebate will affect the electricity portion of 
their rent. 

How do I apply? 

No application is necessary. The rebate will appear automatically 
as a monthly credit on your power bill. 

The residential rebate runs for one year, starting January 
2001. The non-residential rebate also runs for one year, 
and will begin between January and March 2001.

Focus on 
the FamiCy 



QUESTION: I’ve always thought a man should be 
willing to work and sacrifice to reach his goals. I’ve heard 
you say “cool the passion and postpone the dream.” That 
isn’t the way I was taught. 

DR. DOBSON: There’s nothing wrong with having a 
passion and a dream. They should, however, be kept in 
balance with other valuable components of your life — 
your family and your relationship with God being chief 
among them. Let me illustrate that need to keep the 
various components of our lives in perspective. I read an 
article in the Los Angeles Times about a man whose goal 
in life was to produce lemons of record-breaking size from 
the tree in his back yard. He came up with a formula to do 
just that. He fertilized the tree with ashes from the 
fireplace, some rabbit and goat manure, a few rusty nails 
and plenty of water. That spring, the scrawny little tree 
produced two gigantic lemons, one weighing more than 5 
pounds. But every other lemon on the tree was shriveled 
and misshapen. The man is still working on his formula. 
Isn’t that the way it is in life? Great investments in a 
particular endeavor tend to rob others of their potential. 
I’d rather have a tree covered with juicy lemons than a 
record-breaking but freakish crop, wouldn’t you? Balance 
is the word. It is the key to successful living — and 
parenting. Husbands and wives who fill their lives with a 
never-ending volume of work are too exhausted to take 
walks together, to share their deeper feelings, to under¬ 
stand and meet each other’s needs. 

This breathless pace predominates in millions of house¬ 
holds, leaving every member of the family frazzled and 
irritable. Husbands are moonlighting to bring home more 
money. Wives are on their own busy career track. Their 
children are often ignored, and life goes speeding by in a 
deadly routine. Even some grandparents are too busy to 
keep the grandkids. I see this kind of overcommitment as 
the quickest route to the destruction of the family. And 
there simply must be a better way. Some friends of mine 
recently sold their house and moved into a smaller and less 
expensive place just so they could lower their payments 
and reduce the hours required in the workplace. That kind 
of downward mobility is almost unheard of today; it’s 
almost un-American. 

But when we reach the end of our lives and we look back 
on the things that mattered most, those precious relation¬ 
ships with people we love will rank at the top of the list. If 
friends and family will be a treasure to us then, why not 
live like we believed it today? 

That may be the best advice I have ever given anyone — 
and the most difficult to implement. So keep your dream 
and your passion. Work hard to achieve the success you 
crave. But don’t let it become a 5-pound lemon that 
destroys the rest of your crop. You’ll regret it if you do! 

QUESTION: When parents need help with sex educa¬ 
tion, who do you think should provide it? 

DR. DOBSON: It is my strong conviction that churches 
believing in abstinence before marriage and in lifelong 
marital fidelity should step in and offer their help to 
families sharing that commitment. Where else will moms 
and dads find proponents of traditional morality in this 
permissive day? There is no other agency or institution 
likely to represent the theology of the church better than 
the church itself. It is puzzling to me why so few have 
accepted this challenge, given the attack on biblical con¬ 
cepts of morality today. 

A few parents who enroll their children in private 
schools are able to get the help they need with sex educa¬ 
tion. 

Even there, however, the subject is often ignored or 
handled inadequately. What has developed, unfortunately, 
is an information vacuum that sets the stage for far- 
reaching programs in the public schools that go beyond 
parental wishes, beginning in some cases with kindergar¬ 
ten children.

The Victim: 

• Those who endure pro¬ 
longed abuse may accerpt blame 
for the abuse and feel inad¬ 
equate. 


• The may put more value on 
the relationship than their well¬ 
being. 

• The seriousness of the 
abuse may be minimized and/or 
excused. 

• They live in fear and confu¬ 
sion and believe they have no 
alternatives. 


The Abuser: 

• Those who abuse have an 
extreme need to control others. 

• They usually blame the 
victim for causing the violence. 

• They have difficulty ex¬ 
pressing their feelings. 

• They are unable to under¬ 
stand how other people feel. 


The Children: 

Even if children do not di¬ 
rectly witness the abuse going 
on in their home they are 
aware of it and affected in 
many ways. 

• They may have behaviour 
problems at home, school and 
social settings.

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Committee to resolve livestock operations issues 


A new committee will finalize 
provincial recommendations on 
outstanding issues related to 
the development and opera¬ 
tion of Alberta’s livestock in¬ 
dustry. 

The committee, chaired by 
Alberta Klapstein, MLA for 
Leduc, will recommend a frame¬ 
work that ensures sustainable 


industry development. 

They will examine issues in¬ 
cluding provincial and munici¬ 
pal roles, approval processes and 
on-going monitoring and en¬ 
forcement. 

Ty Lund, Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment, said the committee 
will complement the work of 


the Livestock Regulations 
Stakeholder Advisory Group 
who presented a report to the 
Minister last May. 

“We will not be revisiting 
the work undertaken by the 
Advisory Group,” says Lund. 

“The report was scientific 
and very thorough, but a few 
issues still have to be ad¬ 


dressed. This is the final step 
we must take to iron out those 
issues so that we can complete 
our provincial strategy.” 

The committee also includes 
producer Ben Thorlakson and 
Roelof Heinen, former presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Municipal Districts and 
Counties. 


Lund said members of the 
livestock industry and other 
Albertans want these issues 
resolved as soon as possible. 

The Minister has asked the 
committee to report within six 
months, allowing for prompt 
action while giving the commit¬ 
tee sufficient time to address the

November 2000 
Water Supply 
Forecast for Alberta 

In October, precipitation was much-below-normal to 
below-normal throughout the province with the excep¬ 
tion of the Grande Prairie area. 

Since the beginning of April, southern Alberta con¬ 
tinues to be extremely dry as a result of a lack of 
precipitation. 

Current predictions from National Oceanographic 
and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) and Environ¬ 
ment Canada indicate a continuation of below-normal 
precipitation in southern Alberta this month and near¬ 
normal precipitation for this winter (December to Feb¬ 
ruary). 

Water storage as of November 1, in the major irriga¬ 
tion and hydroelectric reservoirs in the Red Deer and 
North Saskatchewan River basins is normal for this 
time of the season. 

In the Bow and Oldman River basins, reservoirs are 
below-normal except for Keho Lake, Lake McGregor, 
Lake Newell and Crawling Valley Reservoir, which are 
normal. 

The Water Supply Outlook report will continue to be 
published monthly, but will focus on the upcoming 
water year 2000-2001. 

Until February, the report will provide mid to long¬ 
term water supply forecasts and report on reservoirs 
storage conditions, snow accumulation, and precipita¬ 
tion. 

The report is being published to continue monitoring 
the extremely dry conditions in southern Alberta.

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Tips from CSA International 
for a Safer Hockey Season 


Face the Facts: CSA-Certi- 
fied Equipment Helps to 
Protect the Facial Area 

It doesn’t get any plainer than 
this: Toronto Maple Leafs 
defenceman Bryan Berard will 
be very lucky if he ever plays 
again in the National Hockey 
League. Yet, had he been wear¬ 
ing a CSA-certified visor, or 
other similar face protector, on 
that evening of March 11 Berard 
might well have emerged un¬ 
scathed. Berard was clipped in 
the right eye that night by the 
stick of Ottawa’s Marian Hossa. 
Had Berard been among the 
quarter of NHL players who 
wear visors, he might not be 
wrried about the league bylaw 
that bans players with less than 
20 per cent vision in either eye. 

“I’ve heard the same (anti¬ 
visor) arguments over some 20 
years,” says Dr. Pat Bishop, 
professor emeritus of kinesiol¬ 
ogy at the University of Water¬ 
loo and chairman of the CSA 
International (formerly known 
as the Canadian Standards As¬ 
sociation) committee that sets 
the CSA standard for face pro¬ 
tectors and visors. “I’ve heard 
players say, ‘I’m wearing 
hockey gloves and I’ve been 
slashed and had my wrist bro¬ 
ken.’ But they do not follow this 
with, ‘Therefore, I will take off 
my gloves and now I won’t be 
slashed on the wrist.’ The real 
issue is, do you want to do what 
you can to protect your eyes?” 

CSA International tests and 
certifies face protectors and vi¬ 
sors to ensure they meet re¬ 
quirements in applicable stand¬ 
ards. The Canadian Hockey 
Association cites the use of CSA- 
certified items in its mandatory 
requirements for players in the 
senior, junior, minor and wom¬ 
en’s leagues.

the Canadian Ophthalmologi- 
cal Society shows that since the 
1974-75 season, before minor 
hockey players were required to 
wear face protection, the number 
of eye injuries has decreased 
dramatically, due in large part 
to the use of the CSA-certified 
equipment. In 1974-75, there 
were 258 eye injuries and 43 
blinded eyes, compared to 13 eye 
injuries and one blinded eye in 
1999-2000. Since 1972, 308 play¬ 
ers at either the minor, junior 
or pro level have lost eye sight.

97.4% hurt without any protec¬ 
tion at all.

date code, size or size range, 
CSA-certification mark or iden¬ 
tification. 

• Never cut the wire on a 
facemask to improve the field of 
vision since this will weaken 
the entire structure. Ensure the 
wire structure on your face pro¬ 
tector is solid and there are no 
broken wires. 

• Inspect plastic visors or 
pretectors for scratches or 
cracks. Too many scratches 
limit vision and cracks can 
weaken structural strength. 

• Discard any cracked or bro¬ 
ken visors and replace them 
with a new CSA-certified visor.

Water Valley cowboys heading 
to Las Vegas for National Finals 
Rodeo this December 


By Barry Williams 

It is a long ways from the Cana¬ 
dian Finals Rodeo to the Na¬ 
tional finals Rodeo. 

But two Water Valley cowboys, 
saddle bronc rider Glen O’Neill 
and bull rider Rob Bell are not 
calculating the mileage from 
Edmonton to Las Vegas, Ne¬ 
vada, they are just happy mak¬ 
ing the trip to the National Fi¬ 
nals Rodeo scheduled in Las 
Vegas from Dec. 1-10. 

After a gruelling season of cov¬ 
ering mounts across North 
America, O’Neill and Bell made 
enough money in the Jack 
Daniels Professional Rodeo 
Cowboys Association world 
standings to qualify for the 
NFR. 

The top 15 season money lead¬ 
ers of the various disciplines in 
the world standings qualify for 
the NFR and the right to chal¬ 
lenge for a world title. 

Unable to participate at the 
1999 NFR, O’Neill is riding in 
his 6th NFR and has finished 
within the top five in his previ¬ 


ous appearances while, Bell is 
opening the chutes in Las Vegas 
for only the second time. 

A $50,000 winner at the 1995 
Calgary Stampede, O’Neill was 
carried off the infield in a 
stretcher in the opening round 
of the 1999 CFR as a horse 
named Macadoo slammed him 
into the fence shattering his 
right leg. 

The injury kept him from par¬ 
ticipating in the 1999 NFR, the 
first one he has missed since 
immigrating to Canada from 
his native Austrailia. 
Extensive rehabilitation of the 
injured leg enabled O’Neill to 
return to the chutes in April 
and it didn’t take him long to 
make up ground in the 
standings after missing the 
Wrangler Pro Tour Winter Se¬ 
ries in the United States. At 
the conclusion of the PRCA 
rodeo circuit on Nov. 4, O’Neill 
was in 5th place in the world 
standings with earnings of 
$92,099. 

Besides riding in rodeos 


throughout Canada during the 
summer, he also participated 
in the Wrangler Pro Tour sum¬ 
mer series and qualified for the 
Coppenhagen Cup Finals Ro¬ 
deo, which pitted the top ten 
contestants in the Wrangler 
Pro Tour against each other. 
Meanwhile, Bell, the 1999 
CPRA bull riding champion had 
an easie time qualifying for the 
NFR this season as he placed 
6th with winnings of $63,008. 
Last year Bell waited until the 
final rodeo on the PRCA circuit 
to qualify finishing in the 15th 
hole and qualifying by a couple 
hundred bucks. 

In just his third season of rid¬ 
ing bulls on the professional 
circuit, Bell has qualified for 
the CFR for three consecutive 
years and last year set an events
